G'day Gang, 
I'm looking for some parts for my R-390A. 


1. Complete dial lock mechanism. Mine is missing completely - not even 
the front panel bush. 


2. Set of good cam rollers or alternatively, a slug rack with good 
rollers. The rollers here have flat spots worn on them, the result of 
either lack of lubrication or more probably in this case, over 
lubrication by a previous user. If lubricant gets onto the surface of 
the roller or the cams, they tend to slide rather that roll thus wearing 
a flat spot. 


I don't particularly need the slugs in the rack although I guess a few 
Spare would not go astray, hi.

Greetings, Bob. 


>From what you describe, that is indeed a J-36; a Lionel to be exact. The 
tip-off is the scraps of plastic you mention. 


For some reason, Lionel saw fit to make it's nomenclature plates out of a 
particularly nasty plastic material that has TERRIBLE dimensional 
stability. On every Lionel product I've seen, the plate shrinks and pulls 
loose from the pins that anchor the plate to the base, usually leaving the 
plate corners (ie, the scraps of plastic) stuck under the pins. 


To further identify it; the plate was held in place by six pins. The plate 
was long and narrow, unlike the plates on most other bugs (exception; 
Vibroplex J-36, where plate shape and dimensions were somewhat similar, but 
the plate was metal). The metal parts are nickel plated (probably with a 
rather dull nickel) instead of chrome plated. The key's basic configuration 
is that of the Vibroplex "Lightning Bug" / No. 6 model. 


The Lionel J-36 is unmistakable. If you've ever seen one, you can spot 
others from a mile off. 


Rejoice; the Lionel version is one of the best handling of the J-36 
versions; it's a joy to use on the air. For my money, the worst of the lot 
is the J. H. Bunnell "Lightning Bug" version; I wouldn't wish a key that 
handles so badly on the biggest lid in the world. 


I understand that Tom Perras is making replica Lionel J-36 nomenclature 
plates, in the event you want to restore your key. I've been meaning to 
investigate and order one for MY old warrior. 


BTW; got ya topped with my Lionel; mine has a cord and wedge set that is 
LIONEL MARKED! I've never seen another one of those.

With V-70-D finals, that thing is without question a Globe King 400; I have 
one right beside me as I type this message. Off and on I'm trying to 
restore mine; it's a bit of a basket case at the moment. 


No real good war stories yet, but Rotsa Ruck on finding PA tubes for the 
beast!!! And the 5514s in the modulator aren't exactly growing on trees 
either, but they are more plentiful than V-70-Ds. Electrically, the best 
replacement I've been able to find for the V-70-D is an 812-A, but the rig 
needs modifications to run ‘em. Also, there MAY be a mechanical problem 
with 812s; even tho they don't have as much plate dissipation rating as 
V-70-Ds, they are physically LARGER. 


I hope the plug - in coils for your rig are in better shape than the ones 
for mine. A major job has been essentially rebuilding the existing coil 
sets with plastic strips and DuBro model airplane cement! The original 
plastic insulation hasn't stood up well to the ravages of time. Another 
part of the job is constructing replacements for the missing coil sets, 
using parts (ceramics and bananna plugs) from scrapped BC-610 coils (I hunt 
for those at hamfests like crazy!).

Hi BAers: 


Some progress on the Pan American Tropical. It's alive! Most tubular 
paper caps were leaking so I replaced them all. Luckily the filter cap 
is ok. A 6SK7 tube was replaced and the tone control circuit 
reconnected. There was also a 22kohm resistor in the RF circuit that was 
open.All other resistors are well within tolerances. I placed a small 
and not too good audio transformer in place of the original (this is not 
the one I plan to leave there because it wont couple well to the 6V6 
audio output tube). After all this I fired it up in AM and stations 
began to come in. Everything was going fine and then an IF can went bad 
with an open winding. I have some replacements so at least temporarily I 
was able to get it back to work until I take out the can and see if the 
original coil can be fixed. I still notice low sens from the SW bands 
even after a preliminary tuning procedure which is fairly straight 
forward. The only problem is that every time I have to look at the 
schematic the whole cabinet has to be picked up and turned upside down. 
The schematic is on the inside of the cabinet top. The things we do to 
get these BAs working!:>).

Have a real nice Hickok 600A checker, but the meter doesn't read 
right. Yes, it's the meter, I checked it against another 600A that I 
have. Nominally it's 235 ohm 500 uA. The good meater reads spot on 
full scale at 500 uA. The bad meter (resistance reads OK, no 

obvious problems with coil or series R) started out at about half 
scale. By judicious messing, I got it up to about 85%, but it 

wants to go no further. I didn't see much improvement on the span of 
the meter by messing with the spring adjusts (front and back), at 
least when I keep it zeroed. The main change came by straightening 
out the kinks in the coil springs. However, they be fully ironed 

out and I still have a bit to go.

A pain in the butt procedure 
that often required then moving it to a de-magnetizing box to remove 
excess magnetic flux and get it back down to full scale. 

An interactive procedure, using both fixtures, variable high power 
pulse supplies and slowly learned skill. :-) 

I used to watch some of the old gents at GE do this to some of GE's 
more expensive commercial grade meter movements from time to time. 


Alas, except at the few remaining professional meter rebuilder's, 
this is yet another lost art.

>boxes. What did they use for modulator and power amp tubes? 
They used an 832 modulated by a pair of 12A6s in P-P. 

The radio is a big, featureless, square black lump with 

some big honking cables coming out the top and a seperate 
big, square black lump of an external dynamotor supply. 

This goes to a small, rectangular black lump of a 

control box. At least it has red buttons! 

The pilots liked them because they didn't have to 
foozle-around with tuning anything, and they usually worked. 
The radio techs hated them. When they got in 

the air and got cold, the crystals drifted like mad. 


The techs started attempting to "match" crystals 
for drift so everyone would drift alike! 


Before the U.S. "officially" entered the war, 

Churchill an Russian-velt pushed to make as much 

of our equipment "interchangable" as possible, 

plus get production cranking to replace the rapidly- 
disappearing (read smashed, destroyed) British equipment. 


The Signal Corps fell in love with British 

radio and radar, mostly because the Brits were using 

xtal controlled-transmitters. The policy never really took 
hold as American radar and radio designes caught-up and 
surpassed Brit designs quickly, but not before the SCR-522 
was in darn near every Army fighter everywhere and 

in ground stations at forward air strips for ATC. 

To be fair to the British-- they had suffered through several 
years of deprevation and hardship by then, and it's kinda 
hard to stay on the technical "cutting edge" when you're worried 
about how to feed your kids or rebuild your bombed-out house. 


The Navy, as usual, thumbed their nose 

at the Army and went their own way, which is why the 

ARC-5 type radios survived as long as they did. The ARC-5 
VHF design really was a leap ahead for its day, but no way 
the Army was going to pay to replace their working system. 
That's why you see all the late-war VHF rigs like the ARC-1 
with an anchor stamped on them. 


>Was the ARC-1 ever sold directly to the civilian market...? 
Hmmm...I don't know, but I do know that lots were sold 

as surplus and used commercially as you noted. 

Don't know how they got them but I'm willing to bet 

it was sold commercially. There was a big program to 

find civilian uses for the production lines and stuff 

built during the war. The feds even gave a little money 

for "conversion," so it's likely.

This seems to be a feature of Hickok meters and is 
used, I think, to adjust the sensitivity. If it's missing, that might 
be why the sensistivity is low.

Greetings Anchorites, 


I'm sure you've all heard the line, "With all these wires, why do they 
call it wireless?" 


Ever since I got back into hollow state a few years ago, I've been 
doing my part to liberate some nice old gear from swapfests and other 
haunts. And, of course, being somewhat of a packrat (comes with the 
BA territory) the vector is only inbound and only on very rare 
occasions outbound. That eventually leads to problems in space 
management as we all know. However, it also leads to what I'll call 
"system integration" issues that are challenging and sometimes 
conflicting. 


The conflicts come from my having multiple ham personalities. AM is a 
great mode and I'm enjoying the fun there. Vintage sideband ranks 
right up there, too. Now, don't hate me, but contesting and chasing 
dx are great pastimes for me as well. VHF sideband is also 
interesting and I'll run a severe weather net on FM a few times each 
summer. So, what this has led to is a room xfull*x of gear as well as 
a field filled with aluminum, copper, and steel. 


The trick is to make all this stuff play together without driving the 
HQ-170 with the SB-221 or electrocuting the operator. After going 
through this a time or three in 31+ years in the hobby it occurs to me 
that one of the big problems with station integration or design is 
that it is usually evolutionary. One just doesn't go out and buy four 
AM transmitters with receivers, two Drake lines, an S-line, a couple 
of National transceivers, an FT-1000, a couple of Icoms, and other 
assorted pieces all at once. It begins innocently with a piece or two 
and, before you know it, you can barely open the door and band 
changing is an exercise in trial and error to find the right antenna 
cable. 


So, what I've been doing over what seems like forever, but is really 
only the last couple of months, is rebuilding the radio room virtually 
from the ground up. I've learned a few things that, if you've made it 
this far in this article, you might actually be interested in or have 
some of your own thoughts to share, so here goes. 


First, there was a lot of just sittin' and thinkin' before I made a 
move. Some may call this step procrastination, but that's another 


story. I gave serious thought to my goals and priorities for the 
station and tried to optimize the layout and design to meet them. I 
moved things around in my mind dozens of times over many months, then 
experimented to see how things might work. I also did a little 
prototyping to try some things. For example, I had an idea about the 
contest side of the room and moved some old shelves around to try some 
ideas before deciding on what to build. 


Next, I drew up the new arrangement using a simple drawing tool on the 
computer. I think this is a *reallyx important step so that you make 
sure everything will fit. You don't want to spend hours building a 
new shelf only to find out that it's a quarter of an inch too small 
for the Valiant that has to occupy it. I drew the outline of every 
piece of equipment that had to fit somewhere on a desk and made a 
drawing of everything in place to make sure it would fit. It's easier 
to move a line on a screen than it is to rebuild a shelf that is the 
wrong size. 


Another thing that I've done is document on paper (well, in the 
computer since that's handy) the antenna wiring diagram of the 
station. This is particularly hard for me since I'd much rather "just 
connect stuff" and get going. However, this step alone has saved 
untold hours of trial and error when changes are contemplated. It 
forces you to really think about how a change might affect something 
else in the system. Now I need to do one for the electrical feeds. 
This station is pretty complicated, with 16 transmitters and 13 
antennas to work with, so working out the small details on paper first 
makes the interconnects much easier to deal with. 


Most of the antenna interconnect cables are 9913F (flexible, well, 
more flexible than standard 9913). This makes it easier to swap 
cables around during changes and not worry about whether that line 
will have an amplifier's output or not. Only a small number (mostly 
receiver inputs) are done with RG-8xX. 


There is a computer on the contest side of the room that I use for 
logging. No paper logs anymore, but that may change for the vintage 
operating positions. The computer has an uninterruptible power supply 
to deal with power failures. I also have a few key pieces of 
equipment supplied off of the UPS. The packet TNC runs off the UPS as 
do the 2M FM rig that I use for severe weather season and a small TV. 
Other than that, I don't have any emergency power in the room although 
it would be pretty easy get power in there from a generator. 


I'm almost done and can now get philosophical about the investment in 
time and money, hence this article. I can connect any transmitter to 
any antenna and can put at least two HF signals out on most bands at 
the same time (mostly a contesting goal). VHF is equally flexible. 


To do this antenna switching takes 18 antenna switches of various 
types. Almost all of the other goals were met, too. 


Enough of this rambling. I'd like to hear others' thoughts on the 
subject of "system integration" in stations of any size. I'll take 
some pictures soon and see if Barry wants to publish them in ER so you 
can see the results. 


Off to finish the last few cables...
